EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 6-16 and 19-21 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior 
art of record, Mast (US 4,873,395), and Mendoza (US 6,708,830), taken alone or in 
combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest a system for configuring a product, 
comprising at least: an enclosure having an aperture configurable with different form 
factors, and a plurality of electrical components mounted therein; and a bracket for 
covering the aperture, having a base portion and a movable portion that is movable 
relative to the base portion between an extended position to cover the aperture in a 
second form factor, and a retracted position to cover the aperture in a first form factor as 
set forth in claim 7; and a bracket having a base portion, a movable portion, and a hinge 
having an axis located between two ends of the movable portion as set forth in claim 19; 
and a method of assembling such a system as set forth in claim 6. Claims 8-16, and 20- 
21 are dependent claims from claims 7 and 19, respectively.
